POWER OR PERSUASION? 


The plea made by Mr. Hoover that 
Article X. of the Covenant be dropped 
and that as a safeguard against war 
the nations trust t6 inborn righteous- 
nega, soft persuasions and bells, books 
and candles is just as rang Fog it has 
been at any time wi within the last twenty 
years, and is just as little convincing. 
The advocates of a union of nations for 
peace discussed all these matters thor- 
oughly years ago, There was always a 
strong party opposed to the usé of force. 
The other view prevailed; and the con- 
victions of the world’s statesmen at Ver- 
sailles embodied it in Article X. The 
Hague Convetition was a pidus wish, 
sométhing like the arrangement proposed 
by Mr. Hoover. It was followed by half 
a dozer Wars, including the greatest of 
all wars. Even a Court of International 
Arbitration such as that established at 
The Hague, or such court of interna- 
tional justice as Mr. favors, 
can have no other sanction than that ot 
the law it declares, precisely the present 
sanction of internatiotial law, which 
binds and controls so long as nobody 
violates it. Mr. Bryan is justly proud 
of his treaties’ of arbitration. Of what 
avail are such covefiants with nations 
like Mexico and Turkey? 

If wickedness were banished from the 
earth; if all men were good and all Gov- 
ernments just, any plan would do. Then 


‘laws would be effective without the pén- 


alty clause. Human experiénce justifies 
the belief that something mote is neces- 
gary. Article X. was put into the Cove 
nant because the plenipotentiaries of the 
nations were convinced that provision 
must be made for the use of force as a 
last resort. The Covenant provides for 
economic constraint by dectee of non- 
intercourse, and Mr. Hoover includes 
that in his plan, But in the Gase of any, 
nation capable. of offering resistance, 
the application: of the economic boycott 
would very likely lead to war. Members 
of the League must be prepared for that 
event, Besides, Mr. Hooven’s plan has the 
fatal defect of the Chicago platform— 
it involves the necessity of asking the 
Awenty-eight nations already members 
of the League and satisfied with it to 
amend it in a vital particular at our 
request. Even that platform. contem- 
plates the use of force. It proposes an 
international agreement and conferentes 
of the nations whenéver the peace is. 
threatened so that nations insisting upon 
what is just and fair “may exercise 
“their influence and power for the pre- 
“ vention of war.” 

\ Mr. Hoovar is a friend of the League 
of Nations, he believes in it. ‘He declares 
that, “ whether it be today oz teh yeats 
“hence, we will, if we want peace, rat- 
“ity the Treaty of Versailles in some

of the national wealth is under mortgage 
to the natjonal debt. The debt charge 
is about £360,000,000, comparing with 
£24,000,000 before the war, and consum- 
ing about 10 per cent. of the national 
income. 


In the Napoleonic wars 
ran up a debt of £50 per ita, 
an 8 per cent. charge upon the national 
income, and in the peace-before the great, 
war had teduced it to a charge of 1.06 
pér cent. on income, notwithstanding the 
intervening ¢osts of little wars. After 
the Great French War British credit was 
represented by a yield of 4 per cent. on 
her debt, which had fallen at yarious 
periods to little more than 3 per cent., 
and now is given at 5 per cent.

This 
is*the dogged honesty and industry of 
the nation which never is nearer victory 
than when its back is to the wall. ‘It can 
never do more than is possible, but it 
will never do what is for it impossible— 
repudiate an obligation; © Remembering 
that some of its burdens were borne inh 
our common cause, and that in the future 
the exports and imports of the two na- 
tions must fit like halves of a whole if 
either is to be prosperous, the British 
debt is as honorable as our wealth, and 
should dispose us to every corisideration 
due between partners in peace as in’ war. 

The same may be said in varying de- 
grees of all our allies. It is true; that 
none of them increased its tax burden to 
bear the war costs as largely as ourselves. 
It is true that the currencies of all of 
ther are more disordered and depreciated 
than ours after the Civil War, and it is 
@ counsel of perfection taat they should 
correct them by taxation if they want 


help from us. But in all candor it ought 


to be remembered that France and Italy 
have suffered great losses in men and 
money, and that after all they have if- 
creased their tax burdens fourfold. 
Taxation is the best policy, as the bene- 
fit England is receiving attests But 
there is a limit, and it becomes us to 
remember that all these nations are 
hohorable partners in adversity, and that 
they are not poor relations nor seekers 
for our bounty. The time is coming 
when we shall need their good-will, for, 
unless. signs fail, we shall be the target 
of the world’s envy in proportion that 
we approach England’s primacy, or as- 
sume e share of it.

COLLEGE AND UNIVERSITY.

if CHAUCER may be eménded in the in- 
terest of academic history. ‘When the 
Colleges decide to part with their pla 
laments the prophet of despair, “it will 
“be time to ask whether anything is left 
“of the Oxford we knew.” <A gradual 
shifting of the teaching function from 
College to University is noted with an 
almost equal woe. 

Like the dear old drama, and, indeed, 
everything that human nature really 
loves, Oxford is always going to the 


“dogs. For almost a thousand years— 


since 1167, to be precise—the epochs of 
its history arte mainly marked by the 


relative ups and downs of University tee 


ege. And the whirligig of time 
continues to bring in its revenges. For 
the first hundred years the University 
was without Colleges—and a rowdy, 
ragamuffin place it was, teeming with 
vice and violencé. Says RASHDALL: 
“There is probably not a single yard of 
* ground in any part of’the classic High 
“ Street that lies between St. Martin’s 
“and St. Mary’s which has not at one 
“time or other been stained with human 
“blood. There are historic battlefields 
“on which less has been spilt.” | To gain 
a more salutary dnd decorous life for the 
fayored few, studious pales were built 
and the system of Colleges slowly de- 
veloped. The first organized community 
‘was founded by Sir JoHN pe BALLOoL, 
about 1266; but it was not ywntil 1274, 
when WALTER DE MERTON drew up the 


statutes for the house which bears his 


name, that a really collegiate type was 
fixed. University College, Exeter, Oriel, 
Queens and Canterbury (which is now 
extinct) followed the  Balliol-Merton 
type. As yet the Colleges were mainly 
for. the purpose of residence afd a teg- 
ulated life; but in 1879 Wm.uam. or 
WYKEHAM provided also for instruction 
within the gates. So great was the in- 
novation that “ S. Marie College of Win- 
chester in Oxford” was called New Col- 
lege, a title which it still retains. Other 
Colleges followed the lead, each develop- 
ing a complete internal Faculty, unti) 
each and every undergraduate not only 
lived in, but was mainly instructed by, 
one of the Colleges. 

The University instruction declined 
proportionally, and virtually ceased. 
There were endowed lectureships, but the 
professors who drew the salaries had no 
hearers and so slipped into a custom’ of 
giving, or pretending to give, their leo- 
tures at home—" study lectures.” A 
characteristically Oxonian situation was 
brought about by the fact that there 
were also endowments for officers 
to see that the lectures were duly 
delivered. When the! conscientious 
proctor appeared, the conscientious 
professor would snatch up his manu- 
s¢ript and read till his tormentor wearied 
and left. Eventually, even this solemn 
farce ceased: The University éxamina- 
tion fared likewise, 
ceived his 
paren gle “What is the meaning of Gol- 
gotha?” “ Who founded University 
eStiaeet** F It cannot be said that the 
College teaching rose as that of the Uni- 
versity declined. It was not humanly 
possible that each of the twenty Colleges 
should maintain an adequate Faculty for 
“ University” teaching. In the care-free 
eighteenth century Gmpon, already mas- 
ter of ee en foppery of a well- 
turned pe gave a vivid picture of 
life at Magdalen. Addressing his indig- 
nation against the dons, he said, “ Their 
“deep and dull potations excused the 
“ brisk intemperahes of youth.” 

This was in 1752. In 1821 Snutuey’s 
college-mate, Hooa, thus defended him- 
self for calling Oxford “a seat of learn} 
ing": “It is a place in which learning 
“ sits very comfortably, well thrown back 

“as in. an easy-chair, and sleeps so 

“soundly that neither you nor I-nor any- 
* body. else can wake her.”

It seems to have been the expectation of 
JOHN HakvVARD that others would . found 
Colleges beside his own, and that Cam- 
bridge; in Massachusetts, would become, 
like his English alma mater, a Univer- 
sity. But the Atlantic was too wide, 
even for educational tradition, The Uni- 
versity grew out of the single College 
and overshadowed it, as a tree grows 


‘| from a single seed; and this became the. 


pattern for other American institutions. 
Of late years, however, the advantages 
of collegiate residence within a Univer- 
sity have been increasingly recognized. 
In 1894 the Secretary of Harvard Col- 
lege advocated dividing the undergrad- 
uates into multiple units and the idea 
has been pfominently urged ever since, 
At Princeton, President WiLson took up 
the reform, but in a spirit that proved 
antagonistic to the American mind as it 
was alien to the English example. Presi- 
dent Lows, at Harvard, however, has 
successfully established freshman dormi- 
tories, which are intended as enteritig 
wedges for a thoroughgving college sys- 


Thus, as the English College is on the 
decline, the American College is develop- 
ing. Both movements are in the right 
direction, and our great-grandchildren 
may witness notable, or at least notice- 
able, progress. 








JOHN PAUL JONES. 


There is merit in the proposal of 
‘Lieutenant Wmuam E. Matiy of the 
United States Navy that the chapel at 
Annapolis, in which Jounn Pavui JoNEs 
is entombed, should be reconstructed as 
a memorial to the great American sea 
fighter of the War of the Revolution. 
With the expansion of the corps of mid- 
shipmen it has become tod small for its 
original purpose. Lieutenant MALLOY, 
says that the lion-heatted sén of the 
Scotch gardener, who in his tactics as a 
commander resembled NELSON so much, 
was his boyhood hero. Yet MALLoy yvis- 
ited the tomb in the chapel but once 
during four years at Annapolis, “and 
then,” he says, “ only becauso my mother 
wanted to see it.” 

Few Americans have felt the inspira- 
tion of the spot. “Indeed, few Americans 
know that JoHN PAUL JONES lies in the 
Annapolis chapel. His body rested in a 
Protestant cemetery in Paris for 118 
years, during which time “the Father 
of the American Navy” was a none too 
substantial tradition to Americans. In 
1905 Ambassador Horace PorTER discov- 
ered the place of sepulture after exten- 
sive excavation; the casket was opened 
and the body found in a remarkable state 
of preservation; later it was conveyed 
across the sea and with honors brought 
to Annapolis, to remind the young 
Americans who were being trained to be- 
come officers of the navy that Farracut 
and Porter and Dewey learned their les- 
son of great daring to command success 
from thé example of Joun Pau Jones. 
Pilgrimages will not be made to his tomb 
until Ameficans who visit Washington 
understand that the intrepid Captain, of 
the Bonhémme Richard, victor in one 
of the most glorious of sea fights, lies 
not far off in the precincts of the Naval 
Academy, honored more genérously than 
he was in his life. * ‘ 

It has been the design of the Navy 
‘Department to make a museum of the 
present chapel and build a new place of 
worship on andther site. Lieutenant 
Mauvoy thinks that a better memorial to 
JoHN PaUL JONES would be a containing 
structure for a sarcophagus, with niches 
about it for symbolical figures and flag

The student is no longer restricted te 
one dimensional architecture, portrayed 
Wholly on paper, but.is now required ; to 
construct models which bring into play 
the same skill\and perspective demanded 
in the actual practice of the architectural 
profession. 

Model making as a méans for con- 
struction in architecture is a long re fe 
In advance, according to the Columbia 
authorities, who also say that the war 
has changed American standards of art. 
These changes are réfleoted in the Sum- 
mer courses in architecture to be given 
atthe university: John J. Coss, director 
of the Summer School, said that this 
year more than twenty. intensive courses 
in architecture had been provided. Many 
of the army methods of training men in 
both theory and ptactice ‘have been 
adopted by the Columbia School of 
Architecture, it was said. 

“It has long béen appreciated that 
the student .of architecture is trained 
largely in feeling for one dimensional 
architecture, presented entirely upon 
paper, and in the form of a plain eleva- 
tion drawing,’’ H. Vandervoort Walsh 
of the Columbia teaching staff said in 
describing model making’as a means for 
teaching architecture. 

"The student never has the opportu- 
nity which the practicing architect finds 
of observing his design completéd in all 
three dimensions. This privilege only 
belongs to the architect who has se- 
cured his commission and has had his 
building erected at the expense of his 
client. Many such architects have bée 
astonished and surprised at mistakes 1 
their design, dake to the inability of 
drawings ‘to fully represent the truth 
as it would appear in three dimensions. 
When the building is completed the ar- 
chitect has no opportunity of chatiging 


the form, and his mistaké must stand as 
a glaring fault.

BRITISH LIKE OUR FILMS. 


Gf Those Shown in United Kingdom, 
75 Per Cent. Are American. 


Seventy-five per cent. of the films used 
in the“ ‘playhouses of the United King- 
dom. are. of American production. In 
1919 Great Britain imported’ 81,014, 079 | 
linear feet, at a value’ of $4,952,660 from 
the United States, against .44,066,425 in 
1918, valued at 1,525. 

The. motion picture industry, so far 
as the United Kingdom is concerned, 
looks back: on the year. 1919 as one of 
great. uneasiness, despite~ the fact. that 
the business as a whole enormously in- 
creased in prestige. with the public, 
Parliament ‘and press, says a report: to 
the Bureau of Commerce, from its repre- 
sentative in London. 

producing» ‘and manufacturing 
indus mae greater strides, no doubt, 
than any other section of » and 
(great efforts have been made to’ create 
pres o Bad pee sor that would sup- 
ply tish market with— British 

aa? eantinats the report, . 

A’ number of British films have 
Yound their way to the United States 
and American theatres are beginning 
to open. their doors to British films. 
The British manufacturers’ ost . seri- 
ous trouble at present fs that British- 
made films command, on an -average, 
double the price of American and for- 
eign films. Several American film pro- 
ducers have décided to establish studios 
in England -and manufacture in this 
market. These studios will be in full 
working order in the course of the pres- 
ent year. 

“As to gery themselves there was 
no possibility of building new. picture 
houses during the war or increasing the 
seating capacity of those in existence. 
At present ev effort is being made 
to construct theatres, among them some 
planned to accommodate from, three to 
four thousand persons. It is still diffi- 
cult, however, to obtain building ma- 
terial, as the Government :gives prefer- 
ence to dwellings. It is said that the 
total number of operatives in the. build- 
ing trade does not exceed 700,000, as 

against 820,000 in 1911. 

‘Within ‘the last year thie members 
of Parliament have been elected who 
are in the cinema-industry, and there 
are perhaps half a dozen members who 
are interested in this branch of trade. 
Among the subjects which thesd Par- 
Hamentary representatives have under 
consideration. are reforms in the cine- 
matograph act, incidents of taxation in 
regard to entertainments and facilities 
for the construction of new cinemas, 

‘* Export trade generally has improved 
now that many markets of the world 
have become free. . In .1919 the exports 
of British-made films aggregated 30,824,- 
670 linear feet, valued at, $1,669,520, con- 
trasted with 209,257 feet, valued . at 
$560,195, in 1918, and 6,471,215 feet, val- 
ied at "$454, 730, in P geil Scandinavia, 
Holland, Egypt and the Far EHastérn 
countries are making inquiries for Brit- 
ish films, but the development of this 
business is checked owing to the lower 
cost of French, Italian and German 
productions.’’ 


DUTY TO CUT BREAD COST. 


Argentine Adopts” Plan to Detienke 
Exportation of Wheat. 


The President of Argentina has sug- 
ested a novel but feasible method for 
owering the cost of bread throughout 
that republic.

present Imposed, and, besides, an extra 
duty of 20 per cent. lad valorem on the 
exportation of all wheat products, in- 
cluding flour.

there is a picture of the last days 
of the war'as they affected America 
that comes all the clearer and in the 
more salient colors because it is seen 
through the eyes of a foreigner. Lit-

The Abbé was in Chicago at the 
time of the armistice, and he gives 
a telling account of the scene and 


the noise there. He was wakened 
at about 2 in the morning by the 
shriek of the sirens, which awoke 
memories of the Paris nighfs when 
the Gothas flew overhead. It was 
@ome time before he could orientate 
himself, Then he realized that it 
was this time the -real armistice. 
Happy, he listened a few nioments, 
and then composed himself to sleep 
again. But no! The noise kept on. 
It also kept increasing. It swelled 
louder and louder by leaps and 
bounds, until the city hummed like 
@ great bell swinging. It kept that 
up for twenty-four hours! —~ 
One can perceive that the Abbé is 
amazed at the power of resistante 
that could make any people endure 
80 a fracas without going 
mad. it they added to the din.

Only the 
sentinel, the sniper, the aviator, the 
machine gunner und the tank opera- 
tor can be protected effectivély in 
modern warfare. Their specialties 
require no great freedom of moye- 
ment or sustained physical “exertion. 
It was for them alone that the 
heavier types of defenses were de- 
signed. 

Until means are devised to issue 
armor to troops at the moment of 
need, only a few pieces, and thase 
of the lightest, will be found prac- 
tical. . Armor depots and repair 
shops must be established at the 
front itself, if this problem is to be 
solved. 

Visitors to the armor galleries of 
our Metropolitan Museum will find 
in \the northeast room two cases 
containing a representative collec- 
tion of modern armor. Some of it 
is of the types actually issued to 
treops, the rest-illustrates expert- 
ments, more -or less successful. 
which, had the ‘war been further 
prolonged, might ‘have proved of 
value. The visitor will, of course. 
compare these pieces with the mag- 
aificent harnesses which - fill the 
other galleries. His first impres- 
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sion is likely to be that the old an¢e 
the new have not much in common 
The difference is wmiore apparent 
than real. Low visibility is at ¢ 
premium in modern armor. A coa* 
of olive-dfab or horizon-blue paint 
would give a strange modernity ‘te 
the -mediaeval. Long-range fire- 
arms have robbed armor of man} 
possibilities for beauty. 

A close examination wil show 
that almost every successful modern 
defense is based on some ancient 
prototype. Take, for instance, that 
poptlar bit of millinery the British 
and American *‘ tin hat,’’ of which 
some eight million were issued to the 
English-speaking armies. Five hun- 
dred yéars ago Joan of Afc Wore a 
very similar defense. ‘The Chronicler 
tells us that it saved her life. At 
the Siege of Orleahs when her. men 
wavered in the assault she mounted 
a scaling ladder to encourage them 
by her example. A great 'stoné was 
hurfed down upon her. It struck her 
to the ground and tore her sacred 
banner. But she was uninjured. The 
missile had glanced harmless from 
her chapeline de fer, her little iron 
hat: The iron hat was worn, chiefly 
by foot soldiers, from the earliest 
times until the close of the seven- 
teenth century, but it was never a 
thoroughly successful type. Its low 
crown and wide-set brim do not offer 
enough’ protection, it is weakened 
by the concave surface at the junc- 
ture of crown and brim, and the cen- 
tre of gravity is so high that it wab- 
bles on the head. It has, however, 
always been - easy to make, and 
soldiers of many’ centuries have 
liked the debonair look of it tilted 
at a rakish angle. Dress a man 
like ‘‘ beau sabreur"’ and you help 
to make him one.

To this task our Government 
7alled Dr. Bashford Dean, Curator of 
Arms and Armor at the Metropolitan 
Museum and the foremost authority 
on this subject in this country. As 
Major he was put in command of the 
Helmets and Body Armor Unit, En- 
gineering Division, Ordnance, United 
States Army. Whatever contribu- 
‘ionis of value América may have 
made to the perfecting of modern 
armor are directly due to him. His 
training as a specialist in the old was 
invaluable in designing the new. His 
models weré at hand in the Museum, 
which is. particularly rich in the ad- 
mirable fifteenth century forms, a 
period when the armorer’s craft 
reached its highest point of perfec- 
tion.. They were about to “‘ do their 
bit ’’ reborn in ballistic metal. 

So far as helmets are concerned, 
France blazed the way (1915) with 
the swagger little headpiece now so 
familiar. Edouard Detaille (the 
painter), who designed it, rather dis- 
regarded ancient models, with the 
result that, though chic, it leuves 
much tobe desired as a trustworthy 
defense. 

England went France one better 
with the shallow’ steel hat of one- 
piece structure. The Germans, 
always worshippers of tradition and 





scientific builders upon it, evolved 


what was by far the best helmet of 
the war, an Géarly form of the 
**Gothic’’ salade. The English arch- 
ers at Crecy and at Agincourt wore 
practically the ‘same thing. A 
Spanish variaht of it was probably 
the first bit of armor seen in Amer- 
ica, for the sailors of the Discoverer 
brought it with them. ‘The Germans 
(1915) improved the ancicnt salade 
somewhat and gavé it a three-pad 
lining. Heayy as it was (two 
pounds, ten and a half ounces), they 
issued it to almost all their troops, 
and the men wore it cheerfully. 
Great is discipline! 

Major Dean’s Problem was to de- 
sign something as good as, or even 
better than, the German - helmet 
while avoiding a resemblance to it. 
At night, ‘‘ When all cats are gray,” 
the. outlines of a soldier’s helmet 
proclaim him friend or foe. — Our 
helmet must be distinctively Amer- 
ican. After much patient experi- 
ment Major Dean submitted to the 
powers that be a salade that gave 
@s.much protection as the German 
tne, that could be ‘** drawn cold’ 
from manganese steel, and that, in 
the opinion of qualified observers, 
could not. be confused with enemy 
headgear. It had the best lining so 
far devised and a chin strap which 
was a-marked advance on anything 
then in use; but the ge trench 


helmet was not adopted. ** Too much . 
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like the German,’’ they said. Per- 
haps it did not occur to them that 
any reaily good modern head defense 
must have something in common 
with the Gezman. The Germans had 
the best model, and they had it first. 
It is interesting to note that a hel- 
met almost identici!) with Major 
Dean’s has been adopted? by the 
Swiss (1918). 

For sentinels, snipers and machine 
gunners, whose duty it is‘to remain 
im exposed positions for relatively 
long periods, Major Dean was cailed 
‘upon to furnish a thoroughly bullet- 
proof helmet and breastplate. To be 
** bullet-proef *’ in these days means 
that a defense must withstand the 
direct impact, at short range, of a 
nickel jacketed machine gun bullet 
traveling at 2,700 /feet per second. 


signed in the best steel, can be de> 
pended upon to survive such a test. 
Looking over the early headpieces at 
the Museum, Major Dean decided 
that a cross between the fifteenth 
century armet and.a tilting helm of 
similar. date would about ‘‘ fill the 
bill.’ The armet, .a beautiful closed 
helmet with hinged cheek-pieces and 
rotating visor, is doubtless the most 

creation of “the mediaeval 
armorer. It is a flawless delight to 
the eye and anh incomparable de- 
fense. Owing to the great cost of 
construction (it took perhaps six 
months to make one) its use was re- 
stricted to the more important mem- 
bers of an army, its commander and 
his knights. In an age of personal 
leadership, the best was none too 
good for those whose injury might 
mean a nation’s ruin. y 
Nor was the best any too good for 
our own doughboys on listening posts 
and in machine-gun nests. So the 
Major gave them a_ bullet-proof 
visoriess armet with cheek-pieces 
that locked in front. The interstice 
between them and the -browplate 
served as a vision slit. This feat- 
ure was borrowed ‘from the iate 
fifteenth or early sixteenth century 
tilting helms, those ponderous iron 
* head tanks,’” in which such pat-

That settled it. mere 
The Germans thought otherwise of 
the far heavier armor that they wore 
in great quantities. Listen to Luden- 
dorff, admittedly a clever person: 
** I request that the armor be issued 
to units destined for threatened sec- 
tors of the tine.’’” And that settied 
that! The trouble with the powers 
that be was that they were prone to 
disregard the heritage of what 
seemed rather remote and barbarous 
ancestors. A classic example of 
what this disregard results in was 
the so-called *‘ Liberty helmet,”’ de- 
signed abroad, tentatively adopted 
for Our army, and still in abeyance. 
Its model appears to have been the 
Chinese fisherman’s hat. It was an 
almost perfect defense against suri- 
burn. 

Where ojd experience had nothing 
to offer, as, for instance, in the 
protection of 'the operators of that 
ultra-modern vehicle the tank, there 
was nothing; for the designer-expert 
to build on. The man. inside’ the 
tank needs a light shrapnel helmet 
before entering his ‘* bus,"’ and in 
actual fighting. something to protect 
his head from bumps ‘and his neck 
and shoulders from the splash of hot 
lead that sifts through when the 
tank is fired upon.

sort of training, any experience, any 
specialized knowledge or any idea of 
the simplest requirement of the busi- 
ness from which they hope to draw 
an income—the other vocation -being 
domestic service.’" It never occurs 
to illustrators, musicians, or even 
dressmakers, continues Miss Klick- 
mann, thus to expect a livelihood 
without any training. Yet she often 
receives MSS. with letters explain- 
ing: ‘** This is the first time I have 
ever tried to write anything,’’ or 
** This is my first attempt at a poem. 
I do so hope you-will publish it, as

print.” As well might a dressmaker 
announce, Miss Klickmann wittily 
adds, that ‘‘ though she has not the 
most elementary knowledge of the 
business, she feels convinced that 
she could make a dress."’ Again, one 
wonders that one so humorously 
alive to the fatuity of those pathetic 
** would-bes "’ should write a book 
to encourage them. Under the head- 
ing of ** Write verse if you want to 
write good prose,’’ Miss Klickmann 
recalis this suggestive anecdote from 
Viscount Morley’s ‘‘ Recollections *’; 
‘* At Cheltenham College I tried.my 
hand at a prize poem on Cassandra. 
It did not come near the prize;.and 
I was left with the master’s singular 
consolation for an aspiring poet that

One must be careful what one says 
about ‘* Louis the Well-Beloved,’’ 
with Mr. Vincent Starrett’s charm- 
ing garland ‘‘In Praise of Steven- 
son ’’ so near at hand, but, saving 
Mr. Starrett’s presence, it is to be 
feared that Stevenson’s confidences 
in regard to his own Hterary proc- 
esses have done all too much to 
foster hope in the bosom~of Miss 
Klickmann’s ‘‘ would-be '’. authbr. 
These confidences have been gath- 
ered together in one volume by Mr. 
John William Rogers, Jr., under the 
title *‘ Learning to Write, Sugges- 
tions and Counsel from Robert Louis 
Stevenson.’" And the title-page has 
for motto this passage from Steven- 
son’s paper, *‘ A College Magazine’’: 
‘“* That, like it or not, is the way 
to learn to write; whether I have 
profited or not, that is the way.’’ 
We are all familiar with ‘* the way 
according to R. L. S It was, in 
his famous phrase, to play “ the 
sedulous ape’ to other great writ- 
ers,. and so, out of an apprentice- 
ship of imitation to the Style of one 
ané another, gradually evolve a style 
of his own. ‘“* I have thus played 
the sedulous ape,” said ‘‘ Louis of 
the Awful Cheek,” as Andrew Lang 
once called hini in a ballade, ‘** to 
Hazlitt, to Lamb, to Wordsworth, to 
Sir Thomas Browne, to Defoe, to 


Hawthorne, to Montaigne, to Baude- 
laire and to Obermann.’" The con<« 
fession recalls Poe's. account of the 
composition, of ** The Raven,"’ and, 
as with that purported betrayal of 
the secrets of the prison-house,. one 
is inclined to take it with severaj 
grains of salt, Stevenson may have 
thought he learned to write that 
way,. and, of course, a certain 
amount of imitation of certain writ- 
ers, to whom a young writer in his 
formative period is sympathetically 
drawn, has usually- been-a part of 
even a great writer’s development, 
But one may well doubt if it has 
been as self-conscious as Stevenson 
professes it to have been in his own 
case. Rather has it been an en~ 
thusiastic absorption, and subcon- 
scious assimilation; and preoccupa- 
tion with the thing to be expressed, 
the vision of the world, or some 
part of it, peculiar to himself; ob- 
sessing him and moving him to ut- 
terance, has had a greater share in 
molding his mamner of expression 
than that ‘‘ fingering of the Iamb 
Keyboard,’’ of which Stevenson is 
so fond of talking. In short, an in- 
tense passion for the thing he has 
to say is the beginning of a really 
great writer, and his way of saying 
it springs out of that passion with 
a large measure of instinctive spon- 
taneity, and a small measure of con- 
scious craftsmanship. Stevenson fol- 
lowed up his statement that his way 
of writing “* is the way "’ by saying: 
** It was so Keats learned.”” I don’t 
believe it. It was his intense and 
profound love~of beauty and his 
vision of grace that taught him 
** the way,"’ a love and a vision fed, - 
of course, on a whole-hearted, pas- 
sionate reading of the Elizabethan 
poets, and though, as we know, he 
supplemented this with a careful 
study of the poetic art after his 
first boyish blossoming, he was, if 
ever poet was, far more born than 
made. Stevenson had a right to 
speak for his own processes, but 
not for greater men than chimself. 
One can well believe that there is 
a large measure of truth in his 
statement that he learned to write, 
in the- way he tells us; but, even 
so, he does an injustice to that part 
of him, which, mighty clever fellow 
as he was, he could have learned 
nowhere. No of 
aping could have made the *‘ R. L. 
S.,’’ who, from behind the carefully 
wrought and fitted sentences, laid 
such a spell upon us all, and 
charmed us to an ardor of personal 
devotion such as no other writer of 
his time has inspired. Were it 
not for this quality in him which 
bloweth as it listeth in the work 
of all those that are born of the 
spirit, we should be less patient at 
times with that all too pervasive 
self-consciousness of his, which, 
while sometimes it has the charm 
of a gallant masquerade, not seldom

All this is timely, because review- 
ers have become the almoners of lit- 
erature, and they weaken both 
themselves and their beneficiaries 
by slack praise. Severity for its own 
sake cannot be justified, but there 
is no doubt that it disciplines the 
critic as well as the author. For the 

~accuser must bring préofs; the eulo- 

gist is under no such urgent neces- 
sity to do so. To find and enforce 
proofs a reviewer must read and di- 
gest. The severe critic is usually 
the harder worker: He has to con- 
vince the reader that he knows the 
subject, or some part of ft, better 
than the author, and that he is mak- 
ing a fair use of his knowledge. He 
must be prepared for reply and dis- 
cussion. Is not the superiority of 
the best of the older reviewin~ due, 
in part, to the fact that the reviewer 
took—up an implied challenge in a 
fighting spirit? 

At bottom, the trouble about news- 
paper and periodical reviewing is 
economic. Reviewing work is poorly 
rewarded, and it is always easier to 
praise than to blame. The ideal 
critic, other things being right, is a 
well-paid hermit.

It 
was known that Hugo had admired 
her, and when the post-mortem re- 
vealed a certain condition, Hugo did 
not deny that he had been the betray- 
er. It looks as if Hugo Kennett is on 
his way to the hangman's noose with 
that sure swiftness which usually 


.characterizes the working of crim- 


inal law in England, when the. 
Baron, who has been a puzzling 
character all through, for one does 
not know whether he is villain or 
not till the end, suddenly brings for- 
ward proofs not only of the inno- 
cence of the accused young man, 
hut of the guilt of one person who 
mever would be suspected by the 
reader, or any one else. Moreover, 
this person admits that he is the 
murderer as soon as he is charged 
with the crime. - He had been a lover 
of the girl—-whose name was not 
Annie Evans, by the way, but Ivy 
Mellor—and he had killed her in a 
paroxysm of jealous rage.

A Curious Mania That Reaches 
“Identifying” Shakespeare With an Earl of Oxford

HE Baconian mania in its ‘* or- 
thodox ”’ form has pretty well 
It is not that 
the champions of Sir Francis 
have been reclaimed by any compul- 
sion of fact or persuasion of critical 
good sense—that-least of all. Each 
having a separate revelation, they 
have mostly eliminated one another, 
in the well-known manner of Kii- 
kenny cats. But the feline tail en- 
dures in the form of a profound con- 
viction that the humble lad of 
Stratford simply could not have writ- 
ten such plays, and it has all the 
fabled energ¥ of the immortal re- 
mains at Kilkenny. There is scarcely 
an Elizabethan worthy, among those 
of high degree, who has not been put 
forward as the world’s greatest 
dramatist. The latest candidate is 
the Earl of Oxford, and this time the 
post-Baconian mania is incarnated in 
Mr. J. Thomas Iooney. 

The seventeenth Earl of Oxford 
was born in 1550, fourteen years be- 
fore Shakespeare, and, after a wild 
and varied life, died twelve years be- 
fore him, in 1604. He was 4 royal 
ward, educated at the Court by his 
uncle, who was Arthur Golding, the 
translator of Ovid. He quarreled 
with Sir Philip Sidney as a boy. He 
murried Anne Cecil, daughter of 
lord Burleigh, when he was 21 
and “she just 15, and proceeded 
to quarrel with the great Sec- 
retary for State. He was a respecta- 
ble versifier, being regarded as ‘‘ the 
best of the courtier poets of the early 
part of Queen Elizaheth’s reign ""—a 
time when the run of Court poets 
was particularly thin. Like numer- 
ous other. noblemen, he gave his 
name as’ patron to a company .of 
players, ‘‘The Earl of Oxford's Serv- 
ants '’; but unlike the others he 
appears. to hav€ himself written 
plays. In 1598, when Shakespeare 
was entering upon his period of most 
powerful production, Francis Meres 
mentions Oxford as ‘‘ among the 
hest for comedy in his day,’’ namely, 
some fifteen years earlier. His com- 
pany had not played_in London since 
1582-84. None ef his plays survive; 
but, as the company was mainly 
composed of boys, and was managed 
by John Lyly, the presumption is 


. that they belonged to the euphuistic 


school. The poems.resemble Shake- 
speare only in the fact that they are 
in praise And dispraise of .women, 
and are written in Elizabethan Eng- 
lish. The chief value and interest 
in Mr. Looney’s book consists in, the 
‘fact that it assembles what can be 
discovered. with regard to the life of 
an Elizabethan nobleman and_ poet 
who seems to have possessed, and 
been possessed by, a full measure of 
the wilding, colorful spirit of his 
time. 

The argument connecting Oxford 
with the Shakespearean plays has 
the abundance of strained literary 
und personal analogies, and the 
jvmazing absencé@; of common sense 
whieh characterize most Baconian 
endeavors. No shadow of a reason is 
given. why this "harum-scarum Earl, 
who ay mage in his company of 
‘and was well.known to have

“Lear” (1607),. “ Antony .and 
Cleopatra "" (1608), ‘‘ Coriolanus "’ 
(1609). ‘The = Winter’s , Tale" 
(1611), and ** The Tempe: 

(1611). All these Mr. Looney aa< 


simes to have been written before 
1604 but-as yet unacted—with the 
exception of ‘‘The ‘Tempest,"’ 
which, he argues, is. a poor thing, 
quite unworthy of his ‘‘ identified ’’ 
Shakespeare; the euphuistic Court 
poet and comedy writer of the school 
of Lyly. 

Amazing as is such a lack of lit- 
erary and dramatic understanding, 
painfut as is the perversion of so 
much critical searching and argu- 
mentative industry, a more prepos- 
terous thing underlies this whole 
Baconian lunacy.- It is the aristo- 
cratic or snobbish assumption that 
supreme genius cannot arise from 
yeoman stock, but may be easily 
credited in the son of sixteen Earls. 
No epithet of social scorn, is with- 
held frem ‘* the man of Stratford."’ 
And by the same taken no word of 
acknowledgment is given to the 
abundant and superabundant ~evi- 
dence set comp by. Shakespeare’s 
intimate and blife- 
long friends—that he was a man of 
rare honesty and gentility of spirit, 
a resident of Stratford and author of 
-the plays. After being swept through 
the whirling chaos of Baconian de- 
mentia, it is well to review in brief 
outline the primary evidence in the 
case, 

The three parts of ‘‘ Henry VI.’’ 
were written and _ rewritten at 
various times by various play- 
wrights. In one of the most. spir- 
ited passages, universally attributed 
to the young ate occurs 
~~ line: 


Oh tiger’s heart wae in a wo 
man’s hide! 


Robert Greene, who is believed to 
have had an earlier hand in the play, 
wrote on his deathbed a_ tirade 
against the actors, exhorting his 
fellow-wits, and all gentiemen of the 
universities, to have no traffic with 
them. He denounces them as ‘* rude 
grooms,”’. which is probably a refer- 
ence to the fact that Shakespeare be-

for horses. The p that foll 
parodies Shakespeare’s work on 
** Henry VI.’ and contains a play 
upon Shakespeare’s name. ‘‘ There 
is an upstart Crow, beautified with 
our feathers, that with his Tiger's 
heart wrapped in a Player's hide 
supposes he is as well able to bum- 
bast eut a blank verse as-the best 
of you; and being. an absolute 
Johannes Fattotum is, fn his own 
Pconceit, the ‘only. Shake-seene in a 
country."’ Greene's publisher, Henry 
Chettle, apologized: for the attack. 
** Myself have seen his [*‘' Shake- 
scene’s "’] demeanor no less civil 
than he excellent in the quality he 
profi [that is, as.an actor]; be- 
sides diverse of worship have report- 
ed his uprightness of dealing, which 
argues his honesty, and his facetious 
grace in writing that approves his 
art.” This was in 1592, when Shake- 
s~eare was 2S and at the outset of 
his career. Mr. Looney argues that 
no country boy but only a nobleman 
could command this gentlemanly ac- 
knowledgment. He ignores the ref- 
erence to Shakespeare’s. having been 
horse boy at the Globe and to the 
play upon Shakespeare’s name. 

Six. years later, when Shi 
had placed ‘‘The Midsummer Night’s 
Dream,’’ ‘* The Merchant of Venice’’ 
and ‘‘ Romeo and Juliet’ to his 
credit, Francis Meres, who was well 
acquainted with the literary men of 
his time, declares that ‘‘ among the 
English he {Shakespeare). is most 
excellent in both kinds for the stage 
[i. e., for both tragedy and com- 


_edy], rivaling the fame of Seneca in 


the one kind and Plautus in the oth- 
er."’ At that time, it shonld be re- 
membered, the Latin dramatists 
were quite as highly esteemed. by 
many as the the Greek. Meres adds 
that ‘‘the Muses would speak 
Shakespeare’s fine-filed phrase, if 
they could speak English.’”” We 
may discover here a doubt as to the 
linguistic acquirements of the sisters 
pine; but. no doubt as to the author- 
Ship of ‘‘ The Merchant of Venice "’ 
and ‘‘ Romeo and Juliet.’"

The bedrock of contemporary evi- 
dence, however, is in the Folio. It 
was published seven years after 
Shakespeare’s death and nineteen 
years after the death of Oxford. 
Two of Shakespeare’s fellow-actors 
and partners in the Globe, Heminge 
and Condell, supervised the printing 
and signed the dedication to William 
Herbert, Earl of Pembroke. Their 
purpose, they say, is ‘‘ only to keep 
the memory of so worthy a friend 
and fellow alive, as was our Shake- 
speare, by humble offer of his plays 
to your most noble patrenage."’ 
Why Shakespeare’s friends should 
conspire with a nobleman of the 
Court to perpetrate so monstrous a 
fraud, Mr. Looney does not con- 
sider. In commendatory verses pre-

Ben Jonson's tribute alludes to 
Shakespeare as ‘' Sweet Swan of 
Avon ’’ and gives the plays a eulogy 
that far transcends that of Francis 
Meres, both in generosity of praise 
und in critical acumen.

OON after the armistice the 
British Government decided 
that there could scarcely be 
a better way of celebrating the 

end of the war than by uniting in a 
determined effort to sweep away the 
evils of slums and wretched cot- 
tages in the United Kingdom, and to 
build healthy and pleasant homes'for 
its people. 








Meeting Britain’s 


It had been estimated before the 
war that at least 100,000 new 
houses were required in England and 
Wales each year in order to meet 
the needs of the growing population, 
and in order to replace buildings 
which had ceased to be fit for human 
use. After 1910 the number of new 
houses built each year fell from 
100,000 to 000, with the result 
that there was a serious housing

shortage 1 many districts. The war 
stopped house building almost com- 
pletely. . The total result of the inac- 
tivity today is that, according to the 
official figures obtatined from a sur- 
vey made by local authorities as to 
existing conditions in their own dis- 
tricts, there are 795,000 new houses 
urgently needed in England and 
Wales alone. In Scotland and Ire- 
land also there are large arrears.

The British Government has per- 
ceived that good housing is a condi- 
tion of national survival. The cost of 
providing the liberal financial assist- 
ance. necessitated by the rise in 
prices has t«en shouldered by the 
State, as a revognition of the fact 
that the national Legislature regards 


clearing of slums as a vital matter of 
national well-being. 


The building industry has lest at 
least 200,140 men. Owing to the 
rise in the cost of labor and in all 
kinds of materials a cottage consist- 
ing of « yurlor, a living room, a 
sculllery ani tbree bedrooms, which 
before th: war. cost approximately 
$1,200, now costs om the average 
$4,000. Further, existing property, 
owing to fise years’ neglect, needs 
repair, «nd therefore is making a 
demand for an abnormal amount of 
labor and materigis. No wonder, 
therefore, that private builders have 
fought shy-of erecting houses in 
view of the uncertainty of costs. 

The British Government, during 
the last Summer, passed the Hous- 
ing and Town Pianning act, 1919, 
which .was amended just before last 
Christmas by a second act.

nounce it. They cling to what they 

call “* the time-honored principles of 
_. Washington, Jefferson and Monroe,” 
"and in the candidate whom they 
nominated they proclaim their ad- 
herence to“a policy of isolation. . 

Meanwhile, the League of Nations, 
representing nearly every civilized 
country in the world except the 
United States, has thrown itself into 
the breach to protect mankind every- 
where from the onslaught of a cruel 
foe. Typhus fever is - sweeping 
through the countries © of Eastern 
Europe. Heedless of national bound- 
ary lines, this grim terror is steadily 
approaching the borders.of Germany 
and is already reaching out long 
arms to touch its victims in Holland, 
‘Italy, and even France. It laughs 
at claims of isolation. All the polit-. 
ical platforms in the world cannot 
stop its course. ‘If is the one great 
international force which will not be 
denied, and its challenge is to man- 
kind everywhere. 

The extent and sweep of this 
scourge cover the whole of Eastern 
Europe, from the Baltic Sea to the 
Black Sea. Exact statistics are not 
obtainable, but the following figures 
show the growth in the number of 
cases of typhus reported in four 
years in two comparatively limited 
areas, Congress Poland and Galicia:

These 
figures, of course, do nat include 
the thousands of prisoners of war 
and refugees who have been pour- 
ing from Russia into the other coun- 
tries of Eastern Europe, many of 
them actually suffering from typhus 
or carrying its infection. Moreover, 
outside the borders of Eastern Eu- 
rope at the present time there are 
large numbers of people, estimated 
at over a million, waiting to be re- 
patriated. Their entrance, unless 
carefully guarded, will constitute an- 
other focus of infection in“mass. 

Populations exhausted by war ¢on- 
ditions and underfeeding are espe- 
cially susceptible to epidemic typhus. 
The unsettled political and indus- 
trial conditions which obtain in large 
parts of Europe, particularly in Cen- 
tral Europe, increase the liability to 
infection. Conversely, new and se- 
rious epidemics among such popula- 
tions add enormous obstacles to the 
re-establishment of a stable economic 
life. No country can begin to pro- 
duce on a satisfactory basis whose 
population is disintegrated by dis- 
ease. The part already played by 
typhus in engendering the present 
conditions in Russia cannot be esti- 
mated, but it would be difficult to 
exaggerate its effect or the warn- 
ing it conveys. Sih

weakened through mainutrition there 
is no guarantee that typhus will not 


ences in which great 
efforts were necessary to stamp out 
typhus introduced there by a few in- 
fected persons returning from the 
war areas, are proof that no coun- 
try is immune from this scourge. 
Moreover, this attack‘of typhus on 

Europe seems to be pecul- 
oe et it trafls behind it other 
epidemics, such as cholera and en- 
teric. fever, the advance and dis- 
semination of which from epidemic 
centres in Russia ‘are ~ seriously 
threatened. 

The world has recently had ex- 
perience with a war epidemic which 
it will not soon forget. Inffuenza 
claimed its victims everywhere and 
laughed at geographical frontiers. 
Now, on the borders of Easter Eu- 
rope another menace appears. What 
is the world going to. do about it? 

Various measures have been at- 
tempted. “The Polish Government, 
for example, has made a really he- 
roic effort to handle the situation as 
far as its own country is concerned, 





and its budget for 1920 includes’ the 
sum of 176,000,000 marks, or 1% 
per cent. of its total expenditures, 
to fight the spread of the disease. 
In this work Poland has had the 
benefit of a sanitary commission 
composed of 500 officers and. men 
from the United States and a credit 
of £100,000 extended by the British 
Government for the purchkse 6f med- 
ical and sanitary supplies. But the 
efforts of these border States, cred- 
itable as they are; are pathetically 
insufficient to stem’ the westward 
advance of the epidemic. They can- 
not by themselves hold back 
flood. . 

‘Similarly, the Ited Cross has made 
and is making strenuous endeavors 
to cope with the situation, .and in 
Esthonia the efforts of this ety 
undoubtedly saved the coun! from 
a tragedy of appulling proportions. 
But the Red Cross cannot handle the 
task alone. In a report récently 
made on this situation by the League 
of Red Cross Societies this pertinent 
paragraph appears: nee 

‘“*The Red Cross will do what it 
can. It can and will alleviate some 
of the more‘acute misery, and save 
some of the children; on ‘whom the 
future of these countries depends. 
These. are objects worthy of the best 
efforts of the Hed Cross, but it 
should be ¥rankl; «tated and gen- 
erally understyod that the resources 
of the Red Cro-s alone are insuffi- 
cient to provid« if] the assistance re- 
quired by Eastun Europe in this 
great emergency, even if it were de- 
sirable for viluritary organizations 
to usurp duties which are more prop- 
erly those of Governments.” 

Plainly, the menice in Eastern 
Europe calls for official international 
action. The deminds of the case] 
far surpass any of the resources 
that have been marshuled to the de- 
fense. It is @ inatter not for any 
one nation or a group of nations, 
but for the whole family of nations, 
unitéd in common! action against a 
common peril. : 

The League of Nations has there- 
fore accepted tiv: challenge. On 
March 13, 1920, the Council of the

This 
conference reported back to the 
meeting of the Council of the League 
which was held in Rome on May 19, 
and as a result an Executive Com- 
mission was appointed, with Kanyon 
Vaughan-Morgan as Chief Commis- 
sioner, to combat the “typhus epi- 
demic.. The duties of this commis- 
sion—to use the words of the Coun- 
cil- resolution—** will include taking 
the necessary measures for the col- 
lection, purchase and dispatch of. es- 
sential material, with authority to 
“engage and employ a staff as cir- 
cumstazices require.” : 

At; the same time the Council of 
the ‘League appointed a Medical 
Commissioner;" Dr..

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‘ In addition, it has been necessary 
to purchase all sorts of hospital 
equipment .and swe miscelaneous 
supplies as clothing, food, cleansing 
and disinfesting apparatus and disin- 
rectants. For example, 2,000 tons of 
soap. have been purchased, 15,(€00 
hair clippers and material for many’ 
types of shower baths and delousing 
stations. Further purchases include 
2,006,000 shirts, 1,000,000 pairs of 
drawers, 500 suits of ‘clothes, and 
flour, sugar and cereals by the 
hundreds of tons. A threé months’ 
supply of food has been designated 
for the use of the anti-typhus ad- 
ministration, equivalent in amount 
to 16,000,000 feeding days.” The 
personnel included in this huge de- 
fensive operation involves doctors, 
nurses and sanitary inspectors, and 
already the League’s campaign is in 
full swing, with lines running north 
and south in Poland. 

If any one wonders why the 
Léague of Nations should engage in 
this sort of business, the answer is 
that it is pretisely in line with the 
purposes for which the League was 
established, It is just this kind of 
work—in the interests of the hu- 
man family—that the League was 
created ‘to perform. Thus, - the 
League has formed a section to fight 
the opium trade; it has another sec> 
tion that deals with the traffic in 
women and giris; a third section is 
handling the rights of minority peo-. 
ples in countries like Poland and : 
Rumania ;-still another section is en- 
gaged in a worldwide study of such 
questions as coal, food and the move- 
ment of raw materials, so that star- 
vation and suffering over broad 
areas of the earth's sufface may,-if 
possible, be avoided. .

ERE we have all thé ingre- 
dients that have made the 
Russian masters of litera- 
ture the admiration and 
enigma of the non-Russian reader. 
Like Turgeniev, like Artzibashof, 
and many. more whose works 
have been made accessible through 
translation to American readers, 
Chékhov presents the _ typically 
Slavic combination of gloom and 
incisive stark force and utter lack 
of humor. He shows us the degrada- 
tion of the Russians of the lower 
classes, the corruption and shame- 
lessness of Government officials 
under the old Czarist régime, the in- 
curable tendency of Russi of all 
classes to waste time in talk which 
might far better be devoted to action. 
The talk is excellent; it wanders in 
and out of abstruse metaphysics; it 
takes up most varied phases of 
human relationship; it seeks to pene- 
trate the future; analyzes with un- 
erring certitude the flaws in the Rus- 
sian social structure and the short- 
comings of Russia's political system 
which kept the land of the Czars so 
low in the scale of Civilization. But it 
gets nowhere, ae 


Chekhoy’s characters, at times, 
seem hardly human in _ their 
thoughts, in their. reactions from 
life’s complications—that is, hardly 
human, 
standards. They simply don’t think 
and act as we expect human beings 
to think and act.-Yet perusal of other 
works by Russians and observation 
of the events in Russia since the 
revolution that overthrew the Czar 
show that Chekhov has observed 
closely before drawing his char- 
acters, that ‘he is dealing faithfully 
with a type alien to our experience. 
Granting this, his stories are replete 
with interest, with vivid glimpses of 
the baffling Russia of yesterday, 





- alive with the rumblings of the 


storm which, long after Chekhov 
wrote, was to hurl down the worm- 
eaten Czarist social and political 
structure and transform some at 
‘least of the long-winded Russians so 
well delineated by their fellow- 
countryman into men of action. 

The new collection of Chekhov con- 
sists of a dozen of his stories of vary- 
ing length. The one which gives its 
title to the book is a vivid study of 
a man lured from his wife by a 
-chorus girl and restored to a senre 
of conjugal duty by the sight of his 
wife’s humiliation before his mis- 
tress. At least, that is what it seems

what a Russian writer means or why 
his characters act as they do. . 
“My Life,’ a long story, which 
, has an autobiographical ring, has 
some of Chekhov’s best work in it, 
The strong clash of social castes in 
the old Russia, Russian purposeless- 
mess and inability to translate 
thought ‘into action, the black hope- 
lessness of life among the lower 
classes in a Russian town, are etched 
with relentless certainty of touch. 
The +hero, waking suddenly from his 
irresolution, horrified his friends and 
relatives by abjuring the advantages 
to which his birth entitles him and 
b a m 1 laborer.

“On the Road,”*\a 
story whose characters indulge in a 
typical Russian conversation touch- 
ing everything and leading nowhere, 
has a remarkable description of a 
storm. .‘‘ Something frantic and 
wrathful, but profoundly unhappy,”’ 
he calls it, which, Danging at. the 
doors and knocking at the windows 
of a  road-house, “ alternately 
threatened and besought.’" The 
reader can see that Russian tavern, 
hear that howling, weeping storm, 
listen to the huddled Russian travel- 
ers, marooned there by the elements, 
talking, talking, talking. 

Gloom and power, hopelessness 
and truth, people with minds that 
can see life's problems more clearly 
than people of other nations, yet do 
far less well in solving them—that is 
what one finds in this new collection 
of Chekhov’s stories.

NE has to read a number of 
chapters before he learns what.

The scene of this desperately mys- 
terious story is laid in London, but 
the leading spirit is the American 
crime detector and criminal’s Nem-. 
esis, ‘Stanford Beale. This astute 
young man has appeared in other 
novels by the author, but never has 
he worked to bétter purpose than in 
this one. He does everything that 
a detective could think of to dis- 
zomfit the villains he is after, even 
to the point of marrying the Hhero-

TME PHILOSOPHY OF SPEECH. 
By Willis.. New York: The 
Macmillan Company.’ 

HIS -is, indeed, a strange 
book. It seems to be a sur- 
vival -from the linguistic 
dark ages. It is the work of 

a man who knows Latin and Greek, 

French and German and Russian, 

and who fails to suspect that this 

knowledge by itself is not sufficient 
to equip him for the discussion of 
the evolution of language or for the 
analysis of the laws of_its being. He 
does not disclose any intimacy with. 

Anglo-Saxon, with Gothic or with 

Old High English, nor does he show 

any scholarship in. comparative 

philology. Almost every one of the 
essays: which make up this volume 
reveals the fact that the author is 
not abreast of ‘‘ the state of -the 
art’’—as the electrical engineers 
aptly put it. Mr. Willis’s point of 
view is that of an earlier generation. 
He is a linguistic ‘* back iber,”” 


not the familiarity which breeds con- 
tempt for theni in their readers. 
Mr. Willis’s first essay deals with 
the '* Birth of Speech,"’ and it takes 
us back to the dreary days of Max 
Miiller. Mr. Willis trots out the bow- 
wow theory once more, as if that 
spavined creature had not long since 
been retired to the paddock reserved 
for linguistic nightmares. He re- 
turns to the infancy of linguistic in- 
quiry ~and quotes Mark Twain's 
statement that the Duke of Bilge- 
water, in “* Huckleberry Finn,’’ 
when he was pretending to be deaf 
and dumb, went on “ goo-going with, 
all his might for joy, like a baby that 
can’t talk.*” Mr. Wills informs us 
that ** goo-goo is the first articulate 
sound which the infant utters ’”’ 
and he ventures the suggestion that 
from this first articulate seund we 
have derived ‘‘ perhaps the word 
good, and possibly God’ (p. 13). 
Mr. Willis’s ‘* perhaps."* and *‘ pos- 
sibly ** exceed the margin of safety 
which. may be allowed to amateur 





apparently unaware that Max Miiller 
is dead and that Henry Bradley is 
alive. Moreover, Mr. Willls is im- 
mitigably insular in his outlook. In 
his eyes the English language is still 
the King’s English—a tongue con- 
fined to England. Seemingly he is 
free from any suspicion that English 
is spoken by more than a hundred 
millions who are not subjects of the 
British crown, One of the shrewdest- 
and most cosmopolitan of contem- 
porary cfitics, Havelock Elis, has 
asserted that ‘‘the Englishman 
is nothing if not insular; in that 
fact lie whatever virtues he pos- 
sesses, as well as their reverse 
sides.” Mr. Ellis himself exhibits 
these virtues and Mr. Willis exem- 
plifies their ** reverse sides.” What 
are we to think of a writer who 
comes forward to expound the Eng- 
lish language and who ignores or is 
ignorant of Lounsbury’s epoch- 

analysis of Usage, of Pro- 
fessor George Philip Krapp’s illumi- 
nating consideration of. ‘* Modern 
English '’ and even of Jespersen’s 
equally enlightening study of our 
masculine tongue? An insularity as 
circumscribed as Mr. Willis’s is more 
than insularity; it is plain parochial- 
ism. 

But more remains behind. Mr. 
Willis is frequent in rebuke of the 
pedants, yet he is almost unfailingly 
pedantic himself, with the calm and

But.so de- 
ficient is his acquaintance with the 
history of the language that he 
seems to think the Latinized English 
grammar was the work of the last 
hundred years and that it was due 
to the establishment in England of 
Board Schools for the children of 
the poor! ‘* The Victorian was an 
age not .of scholarship but of 
science,"’ he tells us (p. 78). The 
study of Latin itself for five to ten 
years was a discipline ‘* pre-emi- 
nently unsuited to children destined 
to quit study forever at the age of 
14,°° yet ‘if was felt that some 
such discipline as that afforded by 
the study of Latin grammar was an 
essential ingredient of education,’’ 
so the need ‘* was supplied by taking 
the current textbooks on Latin 
grammar and, after abstracting the 
Latin, reprinting them. under the

“The Ivory Ball’” But_he died 
with his story untold, and while 
Laurens and the girl rode for their 
lives across the desert the China- 
man tried to steal the ancient bit of 
curiously carved, almost black ivory 
which was her only. inheritance. 
John Laurens had spent a good deal 
of time in China, and he felt sure 
that the ball was a holy object of 
some sort. When. Fung Wang did 
get possession of it, Laurens took it 
from him by force, and so earned 
the deadly hatred of a man who, 
though masquerading as a servant, 
was in truth a rich,. unscrupulous 
and high-born Mandarin.

THE EDGE OF DOOM 
THE EDGE OF DOOM. By H. F. 
Provost Battersby. John ‘Lane 
Company. 

HILE. H. F. Provost Batters- 
by’s new novel, *‘ The Edge 
of Doom,’’ is primarily a war 

story, it opens with an adventure in 
a particulerly uncivilized part of 
Africa, which wotld seem to have 
very little, indeed, to do with the 
rest of the tale. This faultiness of 
craftsmanship is the more unfortu- 
nate because the first section of the 
book strains the reader’s credulity 
not merely up to but past the bréak- 
ing poiat—it is, for. instance, quite 
unbelievable that Cyllene Morrison, 
who has gone to such -extreme 
lengths for Julian’s sake, would ever 
have been content with so meagre 
and detail-lacking a report as the 
Chaytor makes to her—while the 
situation in which it leaves the hero 
and the heroine is one from which it 
might reasonably be expected that a 
good deal of trouble was going to 
develop. But nothing ever does. 
and, in fact, the book reads very 
_imuch as though the author had 
started out to write one kind of a 
story, then suddenly changed his 
mind and proceeded to Seedeme an- 
other. . 
This is the more deplorable because 
the second part of the book, the war 
section, is well done and interesting.

ed obligation to neutrals.” . There ir 
a very interesting discussion upon 
the subpect of ‘these same neutrals 
conducted by a group’of subalterns 
of the new army, and nearly, if 
not quite, all of this second part of 
the book is worth while and holds 
one’s attention.

ERALD GROGAN, a Lieutenant 
in the -Royal Engineers, was 
killed in the Winter of 1918 by 

the bursting of a high-explosive 
shell, leaving behind him a few 
poems, a novel of more promise than 
fulfillment and the short stories 
which make up the present volume. 
He left also the memory of an ex- 
traordinary power to understand and 
influence the motives of his féllow- 
creatures; this power is the chief 
virtue of his narration of the tfials 
and triumphs of William Pollok, 
mine superintendent. 

Before the outbreak of the war, 
Mr. -Grogan’s adventures were 
| varied. He traveled through England 
land the colonies with his father's 
regiment, later joining the staff of 
the Pall Mall Magazine. In Mexico 
he was a mining engineer till the 
end of the Maderist revolution, when 
the closing of the mines drove him 
out of the country. Most of his sto- 
ries have this Spanish-American 
background. We first meet William 
Pollok in Puerto Miraflores, a little 
town on the Gulf Coast, where he 
breaks the head of the Jefe Politico's 
brother for cheating at cards, takes 
refuge in the squat church belfry, 
and holds the whole town at bay 
until the arrival of an American 
gunboat. His further activities cen- 
tre around the Santa Ynez mine. 

When his feet are off the romantic 
soil of Mexico, Mr. Grogan seems 
less at home. One story, however— 
his latest-is distinguished by a qual- 
ity only a little short of genius. It is 
a vision of the-wars of the future. 
Since mo the English call it 
moral been shown to be the de- 
cisive factor in battle, these unborn 
warriors fight with it alone, aban- 
doning all other weapons. An at- 
tack results either in a moral victory 
or a moral defeat. Only in case its 
psychic weapons fail doves an. army 
Rave recourse to bayonets and cur- 
tain fire. The story is a prophecy 
that may be fulfilled in a happier 
day; it is Gerald Grogan’s chief con- 
tribution to literature. For the rest 
his death robbed the world of no 
Kipling nor Bret Harte, nor even a 
Jack London. It did mark the loss,

however, of a writer of adventure 
tales which are delightfully inconse- 
quent, moving rapidly in a world of 


irritating mechanical click that has 
marred the last decade of the com- 
mercial short story. 


CHILL HOURS 
CHILL HOURS. By Helen Mackay. 
Duffield & Co. 

ELEN MACKAY’S collection of 
stories and sketches of French 
life during the war, ‘* Chill 

Hours,’’ is made individual by an ex- 
quisite turn of phraseology and com- 
mand of the nuances of feeling. 
There is hardly ever much to go 
upon, nearly always a simple and 
timeworn situation that has been 
used before. It will be either the re- 
turn of a soldier who has grown a 
stranger to his people or. the pa- 
thetic moods of a man in hospital. 
Ten of the sketches draw in poignant 
fashion hospital types. There is a 
reticence in Miss Mackay's gestures, 
an intimation of more than is con- 
cretely stated, that adds immeasur- 
ably to the values of the subject. 

** Nostalgia,’’ the longest piece in 
the. book, is a delicately conceived 
series of memories and pictures of 
that old France that existed before 
it was trampled out of recognition by 
the Prussian hoof. Among the best 
sketches in the book may be pointed 
out ** The Second. Hay,'’ which tells 
of. a. French ‘soldier’s return to his 
family and the barrier of strangeness 
that has arisen-between them. It ir 
done, as are all the stories, with e 
quietness and simplicity that itr 
heightened by the exquisite clarity 
of the language. Miss Mackay is @ 
poet first of all, and poetical valuer 
are contained in all her bits of prose. 
Some of them approach the prose 
poem in shape and content.

TIS story would be more at- 
tractive if the author were to 
make, say, her present ninth 
chapter her first.

NEW YORK VS. LONDON 





NDON {s at ‘present indulging in. 
"te patent lamentation about 
¢ American invasion, and call- 


ing doleful attention to the fact 
that about half of the plays now 
in London are American wares. It sees 
in the cloud a silver lining, however, in 
the fact that the English plays are su- 
perior—superior in the eyes of this par- 
ticular commentator, at all events. 
Thus, under the heading of “ The 
American Exchange,"’ doth The Daily 
Post hold forth: 

‘| Nowadays, every second play pro- 
duced in London comes from America. 
Our managers give as the reason that 
there are no good Hnglish plays in the 
market. They aré all intensely loyal to 
this country, but they simply cannot 
help themselves. America takes full ad- 
vantage of their helplessness, exacting 
for her wares, which have not always 
been so successful“in their own country 
as they are made out to have been, 
enormous royalties and often a heavy + 
premium as well. Nor has the manager 
who has paid: through the nose for a 
genuine New York success any assur- 
ance of its not turning out an equally 
genuine West End failure. 

“For some things one would like to 
be able to accept the manager's expla- 
nation, humiliating though it is. But 
there are certain difficulties in the way. 
For instafice, if we exclude § revivals, 
adaptations, musical pieces and revues, 
the only English plays on the Lendon 
stage. at this moment are ‘ Maty 
Rose,” ‘The Skin Game,’ *The Young 
Person: in Pink,’ *Mr. Pim Passes By,’ 
*The Choice,’.‘ The Grain ‘of Mustard 
Seed,’ and * The Yellqw Cockade.’ Not 
all these seven plays are masterpieces, 
but will any one select from the cur- 
rent American pieces seven as good? 
Or seven in which he would as soon 
have his money? 

** Of the older glayirniathin, perhaps the 
only one that has shown himself thor- 
oughly warproof is Sir. James Barrie. 
But what of the younger writers? It is 
inconceivable that the’ quickening that 
has come over every other department- 
of thought has drawn the line at the

Not so true is the asser#on that 
it is impossible to say how a play will 
turn out until after it has been pro- 
duced. What should we think of & 
housekeeper who said it was impossible 
to tell how a chicken would turn out 
until she had watched the faces of those 
eating it? 
‘*“No doubt it is not so easy to detect 
&@ tough ‘play as to detect a tough fowl, 
or,. again, to prepare a play for the 
stage as to prepare a dish for. the table. 
But the merits that make a play or the 
faults that wreck it are almost invaria- 
bly olearly discernible in the reading, 
which, as far as the play concerned, 
is @ safer guide than the rehearsal at 
which every actor is bound to be to. some 
extent a distorting medium. The exact 
degree of success or failure is, indeed, 
harder to divine, since it may vary with 
circumstances that arise during the run 
or may have been overlooked even by 
the most circumspect. The degree of 
distortion may be reduced to a mini- 
mum by intelligent casting. All that 


bring to bear on their business a more 
enlightened understanding of plays, act- 
ors and.the new public, Let them do 
this, and they will discover that to keep 
a roof above their heads it is not at all 
necessary to pay double rent and «a 
thumping premium to America. a 
“ Within the last.few days we have 
been assured that the cloud has a silver 
lining in the dollars pouched by Eng- 
lish actors, who, unable, to obtain em- 
ployment here; have migrated to the 
States.

They have 
been expressed by many—many who 
‘write of the screen but do not make 
pictures, and many who make pictures 
but, for one reason or another, do not 
apply their expressed 4deas to their 
picture-making. » 'The* holding of these 
ideas by Mr. von Stroheim is: especially 
important because he, is an -actual.di- 
rector and says what he thinks-in his 
work, as well es ininterviews: The 
first picture of which he. was the, di- 
rector was ‘‘Blind Husbands,” née ‘“The 
Pinnacle.” As’ ‘shown it had a ** happy 
ending,” but this, “Mr. von Stroheim 
says, was forcéd upon him. He wanted 
to give it what would ‘have been called 
an ‘unhappy ending,”’ but those who 
took the box office into consideration, 
and whose conclusions were of final au- 
thority, would not let him have his way. 
Mr. von Stroheim. named his picture 
‘“The Pinnacle,” but ‘its’ name was. 
changed. by the same authority to 
* Blind Husbands,”’ which so offended 
him that he paid for large advertising 
space to tell the public of his protest 
against the change. There was no 
‘star’? in ‘Blind Husbands,’ nor is: 
there any in either of Mr. von Stro- 
heim's next two pictures, ‘The Devil's 
Pass Key "’ and one tentatively entitled |; 
** Monte Carlo.’’ Furthermore, what he 
has to say about particular stars with 
whom he has worked would not be testi- 
mony to their artistic value. 

“*I know of a picture in which a star 
of international reputation appeared,’’.|: 
he said, and mentioned the name of the

@s censor for. his self-protection, has 
deleted. ‘‘ The picture had a strong, co- 
herent story, and when it was finished 
it was a work of art.
